The Canadian Loan- 



It is really amusing to observe bow 
th9 termu of tlio $20,000,000 loan just 
placed ou tlie Loiiclon market ih criti- 
oi8ed_ by tbe Canadian press. Those 
ioumaiia^.oppoaetl to tbo Govornmeut 
endoftvour to make out a frigbtful de- 
preciafciottof tlie pvjTI>liO '0redit, as the 
result of tho ftd vent to' power of their 
opponents. Anaongat the more un- 
scrupulous of these is tile VMaii'/Vhicb 
makes a most unfortunate'- attempt to 
proTO b/i oonaparifion that this large 
loan has really been floated on Jess 
favorable terms than Toronto munici- 
pal loans have jbteen. Of course, the 
"Mail" is 'made bjr its more astute con- 
iemporariejj to look extremely ridicu- 
lous in its palpable ignorance and ut- 
ter reoklessnoas of assertion. One 
Opposition journal ventures to x^ut tlio 
rate of interest as high as per cent; 
but tlio Montreal" Gazette," one of the 
few moderate journals in ojiposition to 
the present Administration and witlial 
good authority upon sucli a question, 
admits that Canada will not have to 
pay more than per cent for the use 
of the monej', but thinks that rate is 
rather high considering that the loan 
is under Imperial guarantee. We be- 
lieve we are correct, however, in say- 
ing that the "Gazette" is in error as 
to the Imperial guarantee, the present 
loan, OS we understand, being on the 
Bole credit of Canada. If wo are cor- 
rect in this,tlie "Gazette," probably as 
good authority as there ia in Canada, 
trill hsTe conceded what the Minister- 
ii|^preBS claims on behalf of the Gart- 
wnghtloaui viz, ^tUat^'^ the -tierms are 
highly foYorable and pirove that the 
oredit.s.'of' We Dominion never stood 
batter^'- 'Opposition journals are fond 
of ooidpaifing tbe Gartwright Iban with 
the T^ey^lpan, to the detriment of the 
formed.' »The fdllowing careful article, 
Irom tiie'jlidndon. "Advertiser" will 
help to show how tbe matter really 
istauds: 

"Even with tbe facts fully before 
them the Opposition organs are still 
displaying the density of their ignor- 
ance in regard to financial matters by 
claiming that the 5 and G per cent, 
loans negotiated by jjrevious Finance 
Ministers are much more favorable to 
Canada than tbe 4 per cent, one just 
placed on the English market by Mr. 
Gartwright. The calculation necessary 
to a solution of the problem is evident- 
ly too much for eur contemporaries, 
and they have taken the easier method 
of rushing to a conclusion without test- 
ing ^the merits of their theory. Por 
instance, the morning wiseacre asserts 
that the difference •f jjer cent, in 
the face value of the bonds, as be- 
tween Mr. Tillej's latest 5 per cent, 
loan and the Gartwright 4 per cent. , 
finds but poor compensation in tbe de- 
duction of Iper cent, in interest. That's 
the way it looks to tlio uusupbisticat- 
ed. Now let us apply the liard rule 
of reality to this seemingly plausible 
statement, and how differently it ap- 
pears. On a loan of $20,000,000 taken 
at 90, with 4 per cent, to run say 20 
years, there is an immediate loss 
of $2,000,000, as compared with 
a loan of a similar amount at 10^, 
the figures at which the Fi-ec 
Press Bays Hr, lillej'e Opor cent, loiia 
was oiTeoted; but there ia a con slant and 
iaoreaaing gain of 1 por cent, for tlio '20 
years in the lower rate of interest to bo 
paid ior the former. The teat question 
to anewer 13, does the gain in the siiviiig 
of interest counteibalance the initiatory 
loss ?

year Ontario would still have a surplus 
of $2,jM)0,000. Alluding to this gratify- 
ing probability, Hon. Mr. Mowat said: 
''.I propose to give my attention to disco-

ney. I do object in lolo to linariling it up. 
JUs the people s nwi.eti ; it fninc from thg 
people, to the people Ir.t it (/o hack." This is 
the true principle; if there is a deficit, the 
people .h«T«!to jn<>ke it up, and they do it 
cheorfiilly; and ifthe'ir contributions to 
the rovanuo ureata a surplus, it is but 
jright that that surplus uljould be expend- 
ed directly and solely for their advan- 
tage.

Late observations at various stations re- 
veal a well defined ^uoleus, and a tail 
about ono degree in length. Through 
the tail are to be B^en a number of small 
stars. ^jQJhis^nuislaui} wUI jsobtal ,^egin- io 
separate into difTerent parts, "and tbe'sub- 
stanco of the tail will ba put into motion 
which motion will increase as the comet, 
which is travelling tail foremost, reaches 
the sun. The comet may readily be seen 
with a spy glass, or even a common opera 
glass on u clear evening. Consulting the 
table of this tiomet, prepared :at Berlin, 
we find that the brightness will rapidly 
incroaso until the early part of August, 
when having completed its passage 
around the sun, it will recede with agro- 
dual diminution of light. Its perihelion 
passage occurs on July 20. In the lat- 
ter part of July it will appear thirty times 
03 brilliant as now, and at its brightest 
point it will be fiftj times as bright as 
now. But from our standpoint tiie best 
time for observing it wall bo iu the pre- 
sent month. After that the comet will 
ba 80 low down in the horizon that it will 
set before night.

ProooBed Caxio'^diau Recipro- 
city Treaty before the 
Senate. . 



(from th« N. T. IleruUi's Wftsliliigton Corespondent.) 

The President to-ilay sout to the 
Senate tbo perfected, drafts of the pro- 
posed Eecipypcity Treaty between the 
United States and Canada, which has 
boon under coiiBidcration for several 
months by Mr. Gooigo Browu on the 
part of tho Dominion, Sir Edward 
Thornton on tho part of Great Britain, 
and Secretary Fish on tho part of tbo 
United States. The propqaad treaty, 
Laving received the approval of the 
Doniiuiou Ministry and Groat Britain, 
and tho State Department, waa rospect- 
fuUy Bubinitted by tho President to 
tiie Senate. It was ordered to be 
printed und sent to the Committeo on 
Poreign Relations. Senator Chandler, 
Chairman of the Committee on Com - 
morco, thought it ought to be refoned 
to his committee, but the Honato do- 
cidod otherwise. Senator Hamlin, 
who is third on the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, represented the 
Committee in the alaaence of the chair- 
man. Senator Cameron, »ud Sanator 
Morton, the Konior moinbor, who is 
understood to bo tho Btronuous advo- 
cate of the proposed treaty, as ho con- 
Eiidor.'? it would i)nn<'lit tlio Nortli and 
North- west. This draft of a treaty, so 
long deferx-ed, it was thought would 
have been Sent in two weeks ago, but 
Secretary Fish was e.xtrenioly exacting 
UB to those concoHsions which lie 
tliougiitlikoly could bo oi;tiiinod from 
tho Dominion.
